FIFTY INJURED 
INBUREAU FIRE 


Transient Lodging House 
Burns Following Explos- 


ion of Grease Pot 


LYNCHBURG, Va., March 24.— 
Fourteen men are dead and at least 
50 are in the three hospitals here 
as a result of fire that swept the 
Lynchburg Transient Bureau this 
morning. 

‘The blaze started when a five- 


gallon kettle of grease boiled over. | 


The explosion set fire to the wooden | 


floors. Men leaped from windows as | 
the fire rapidly spread through the | 
double building located in the heart | 
of the business district. Within 10 
minutes the, floors collapsed | 

Many were dying when picked up 
in the streets. | 

Williams Rash, the cook, said he 
had begun preparing breakfast for 
the estimated 200 occupants of the | 
building when the grease boiled 
over and quickly set fire to the 
building. | 

Two stories above the fire, sleep- 
ing in cots only a few feet apart, 
lay 200 men—the white transients 
in one section of the double build- 
ing and the negroes in another. 

At the first call of “fire” the men 
became panic stricken and some 
dived into the street, 15 feet below. 

Policemen reported seeing some 
of the men clinging to trolley wires 
before they fell. 

All those who jumped were 
badly hurt, The fire spread with 
tremendous speed. Eating through 
the wooden floors it continued to 
the top of the building before fire- 
men could get it under control. 

Patrolman Allen, on duty nearby, 
heard the shattering of glass and 
saw smoke spouting from the win- 
dows. Then, he said, he saw men 
jumping to the street. 

He said he could hear arms and 
legs cracking as they struck the 
pavement. 

Those who reached the scene 
first said the horror was unimagin- 
able. Men lay groaning and writh- 
ing. Blood smeared the snow. 


TWO VESSELS

VANCOUVER, March 24—“Your 
problem in Canada is different to 
the problem in England,” Major C. 
H. Douglas, of London, sponsor of

“You, in Canada, should make 
fure you command your export 
markets, and I will later make a

Regarding the Roosevelt plan, he 
said: ‘From what I read of it in the 
newspapers, I can't say I think a 
great deal of it. It seems to me it is

Reviewing the origins of his plan 
he spoke of his experiences as an 
engineer in India. 

“We were continually being held 


up on government work along 
about 1998 because there never 
seemed to be any money. Then 
along came the war, and there 


seemed to be rivers of money when 
you wanted to wreck things, but a/ 
very difficult matter when you 
wanted to build them up.” 

“Using the national credit for 
public benefit and not for private 
profit as at present,” was one ex- 
planation he gave of his system.

Strong pleas for the re-opening 
of some provincial lands an. mines 
department sub-land agencies were 
made in the legislature on Friday 
by Joseph M. Dechene, Liberal, St. 
Paul, and L. A. Giroux, Liberal, 
Grouard. 

The pleas were advanced during 
discussion of lands and mines de- 
partment estimates. Although the 
vote for this department is for:a 
total of $448,825, only a small por- 


tion of this was dealt with prior to| 


the house rising. 

Mr. Dechene recalled that many 
times in the last summer occasions 
had arisen when great benefit 
would have accrued from having 
these agencies open. While he ap- 
preciated the great need for econ- 
omy, which had brought about their 
closing, yet he did not think any 
great saving was being effected. 
If the cost of operating the sub- 
agency was figured out against the 
cost of sending inspectors in to do 
the work, the difference would be 
little, 

“I think it is perfectly justifiable 
to consider opening the sub-agency 
at Bonnyville,” he said.

PIGEON LAKE SURVEY 

Hugh J. Montgomery, Liberal, 
Wetaskiwin, wanted the govern- 
ment to survey the land around 
Pigeon Lake with a view to provid- 
ing recreation grounds for casual 
visitors, At present most of the land 
and the lakeshore was occupied and 
he read a letter from a farmer in 


the district, stating he could not get} 


near the lake on account of private 
holdings. 

The Minister assured him that the 
government was moving along the 
line suggested.

Montgomery asked Hon. Perren 
Baker, minister of education, what 
the student population was this 
year, to which the Minister replied 


that it was 180 this year and 138 | 


last. 

Mr. Falconer asked regarding the 
total student population in the two 
two normal schools at Camrose and 
Calgary this year as against three 
schools—with that in this city in 
operation—last year. The Minister 
replied the two schools were car- 
ing for 498 students this year as 
against 677 in the three last year. 


NORMAL SCHOOL FEES 

A. M. Matheson, U.F.A., Vegre- 
ville, urged an early reduction in 
normal school fees. He thought 
that even if there was an over-sup- 
ply of teachers it was to be de- 
plored that students were being de- 
prived of higher education. Many 
parents could not afford the fees 
charged, 

Replying to another question by 
Mr. Falconer, the Minister stated 
that eight rooms of the now closed 
Edmonton Normal were being used 
as a practice school by the Ed- 
monton School Board and that a 
rental of $4,000 was being received, 

Mr. Montgomery wanted the 
work of marking examination 
papers spread around among a 
greater number of teachers than 
has been the case. He urged that 
the lower salaried teachers be 
given a chance to earn additional 
money. 

Support for this stand was voiced 
by Chester A. Ronning, U.F.A., 
Camrose. The Minister recalled 
that efficiency was the main con- 
sideration and reminded the house 
that since Grade VIII and IX 
exams had been abolished paper 
markings had been reduced by 
about 30 per cent. 

Revision of Jands and mines regu- 
lations to make establishment of 
schools districts easier in pioneer 
sections of the country, was urged 
by Hugh W. Allen, U.F.A., Grande 
Prairie. He knew of cases where 
regulations had held up building of 
a school for one year. He recalled 
too that most districts did not have 
the $25 fee to pay on establishment. 

Mr. Falconer supported Mr. 
Allen's remarks. 


OLD TEXT BOOKS 

Hope that the new readers would 
be introduced in the lower grades 
of the schools next year, was ex- 
pressed by the Minister when 
asked to account for a reduction in 
the free texts grant from $19,680 to 
$6740, Old books were being col- 
lected to tide students over this 
year, he said.

PARTY ZEAL IS 
UNDER ATTACK 


Conservative Leader 
Would “Fire” Any Civil 
Servant in Politics 


Protesting against civil servants | 
participating in political campaigns 
and declaring that if his party were 
returned to power it would “get 
rid” of any man in the institution 
who had deliberately affiliated him- 
self witii a political organization, 
D. M. Duggan, provincial Conserva- 
tive leader, in the legislature on 
Friday, during discussion of Uni- 
versity of Alberta estimates for the 
next fiscal year, declared that un- 
less steps were taken to curb pro- 
fessorial participation in politics the 
University was due for a break- 
down within the next few years. 

This statement was made in the 
discussion of a vote of $386.250 for 
the University, which had been 
brought up on Thursday. 

This vote had precipitated a re- 
view of the political activities of 
Dr, W. H. Alexander, head of the 
classics department of the institu- 
tion and his interest in the Co- 
Operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion. 

Dr. Alexander is chairman of the 
Membership-at-Large branch of 
the Canadian Labor party, affiliat- 
ed with the Co-operative Common- 
wealth Federation. 


ESTABLISH PRINCIPLE 

W. R. Howson, provincial Liberal 
leader, charged that there should be} 
no trifling with the status of pro- 
fessors in relation to politics. ‘‘iiey 
should either be allowed to par- 
ticipate 100 per cent or be made to 
refrain from any participation. 

He contended the issue should 
be clearly defined in a resclution 
expressing the opinion of the house. 

Mr. Duggan in his remarks on 
the subject said that he had little 
desire to delve into minute dctaiis 
of the estimates. “But if the Uni- 
versity becomes definitely aligned 
with a political party and profes- 
sors go around the country speak- 
ing on that party’s behalf, then 
members of this house are it.vited 


to scrutinize votes and either re- 
duce or eliminate them.” 
On the whole Mr. Duggan 


thought civil servants had displayed 
an admirable attitude in refraining 
from taking part in politics. They | 
had deliberately in most cases 
stayed out. He thought it danger- 
ous to publicly state that they could 
participate. 


WOULD “FIRE” THEM 

“If the Conservative party came 
into power I would say ‘get rid of 
such a man’ who took part in poli- 
tics. While I don’t want to exag- 
gerate this case, I think we should 
let the word go out from this leg- 
islature that we want no taking 
part in politics’ We want profes- 
sors, to have absolute freedom of 
speech, But we want it under- 
stood that members on all sides of 
the house are opposed to them 
joining any political party.” 

Mr. Howson contended that “if the 
principle is laid down that civil 
servants can make fiery speeches 
for 47 out of the 48 months, then ! 
don't see why they should not 
make them for the other month.” 

“Why 48 months?” asked A. M. 
Matheson, U.F.A., Vegreville. 

“It is the general opinion, al- 
though this government does not 
agree, that there should be an elec- 
tion every four years. That would 
give the civil servants 47 months to 
talk and the month between issu- 
ing the election writ and polling 
day would be talk-less.” 


SPEAK OUT OR CUT IT OUT 


_He contended that the status of 
civil servants or teachers should be 
clearly defined. “They should do 
one thing or the other,” he said. 
“Either let them speak out or cut 
it out. If the Premier's ideas, as 
expressed yesterday, were carried 
into effect, it would mean that pat- 
ronage would be developed to a 
greater extent than ever before.” 

F. C. Moyer, Independent, Drum- 
heller, was not a Co-Operative 
Commonwealth Federation sup- 
porter and did not subscribe to its 
doctrine, But he thought that 
such cases as that under review 
should be left to the good sense of 
those in charge of the university. 
He did not think there should be 
any ban on expression of political 
theories. 

Hector Lang, Liberal, Medicine 
Hat, thought that if Dr. Alexander 
was barred from speaking, the 
same barrier might be extended to 
all school teachers, as all schools 
participated in the government 
grants. 


TEMPEST IN TEAPOT 


C. Lionel Gibbs, Labor, Edmon- 
ton, made a plea for good common 
sense and good taste in governing 
such a matter. He thought the 
whole thing was a tempest in a tea- 
pot. He agreed with Mr, Howson 
that the classroom should not be 
used as the place in which to ex- 
press political views but when the 
day’s work was done, when relieved 
of the obligations for which he was 
paid, he could see nothing to pre- 
vent a professor from freely ex- 
pressing himself. He was definite- 
ly of the opinion that no teacher 
was entitled to use the classroorn 
for propaganda, not only because 


it was bad taste but because it 
was futile. 
Omer St. Germain, Liberal, St. 


Albert, could see no virtue in allow- 
ing civil servants to take part in 
politics. The results were bad all 
round and not conductive to better- 
ment of conditions. 

Premier J, E. Brownlee contended 
that until legislation was passed 
doing away with the Board of Gov- 
ernors and bringing the University 
under government control, the same 
as any other department, that too 
close a check could not be made to 
details. He had adopted the policy 
of allowing the Board to exercise its 
good judgment and while questions 
were discussed details of adminis- 
tration were left to the Governors. 

He defended his statement of the 
previous day that there was no ob- 
jection to a civil servant taking part 
in politics, providing that he did 
not affiliate himself with an organ- 
ization for work during an election 
campaign.

theoretical rather than practical in their bear- 
ing. The professor is not in any sense a menace 
to peace, order and good government because 
he has emerged from the traditional seclusion 
of college halls to discuss with his fellow-citi-

zens what he conceives to be a way to bring 
about a better order of things economic and 
social. 

The criticism is rather in apprehension of 
something he or others may or might do, than 
on account of anything he has done, If more 
professors participated in political discussions 
it would make for better politics. A professor, 
whatever his failings, usually does mix 
some idealism with his political thinking, and 
the country could stand a good deal of that. 

For the rest, a professor is a taxpaying citi- 
zen of full voting age, and as such is entitled 
to express his political opinions and be a candi- 
date for any public office. 

This province could use to advantage in 
public life more citizens of the high character 
and outstanding ability of Professor Alexander. 


FRANCE FINDS A WAY 

France has found a way to “absorb” its un- 
employed young men. They will be absorbed 
into the army—thus making up for the shortage 
of conscripts born during the war years, 

Whatever is to be said against the plan, it 
has obvious advantages for the young men, 
They will be well fed, well clothed, and well 
disciplined. Their morale will be preserved. 
Instead of subsisting on doles, drifting, or being 
housed in relief camps, they will be given 
standing, support and recognition as servants of 
their Government; soldiers of France. 

Canada fortunately does not need to recruit 
its young men and train them for war. But 
Canada owes as much to its idle youth as 
France. Here, as there, they should be pro- 
vided employment, not under the humiliating 
heading of “relief,” but at work of recognized 
national importance, and given the means of a 
living at normal Canadian standards. 


THREE YEARS OF SILENCE 

Deep silence continues to brood over the 
operations of the Government of Canada in the 
wheat pit. The banking committee of the Com- 
mons essayed an investigation into that subject, 
and was told no information could be given; 
Jest the price of wheat should drop. 

The same response was given to similar in- 
quiries a year ago, and two years ago. All the 
public know is that their money is being used 
in trading operations on the options’ market. 
With what result, remains a dead secret. How 
much wheat they have been pledged to sell or 
buy, and whether they are ahead of the game 
or heavily out of pocket, must not be asked. 

The taxpayer is supposed to take for granted 
that Mr. McFarland is winning, not losing; as 
the fermer is told to have faith that his opera- 
‘tons have held up the price of wheat and not 
depressed it—despite what happened last fall 
and stil more disastrously the fall before 

Somebody should tell the country just what 
terribie things would happen, and why, if the 
public were let in on this information, There 
has Leen no wide objection to the Government 
taking action to Support the price of wheat. But 
alike the farmer and the town taxpayer would 
welcome some evidence that the efforts have 
been successful, and that the cost has not been 
too great. If this cannot be shown, they are at 
least entitled to an explanation of why it can- 
not be shown 


THE RIGHT TO BANKRUPT? 

Repulsed at Ottawa when it asked for help 
to refund the provincial debt, the Government 
of British Columbia has undertaken to put 
through a refunding scheme on its own account, 

Immediately of course the cry was raised 
that the contracts made with the bond-holders 
were “sacred.” They must be paid the stated 
amount of interest at the stated lime, whatever 
happens. To do less would be to cheat them. 
To ask them to accept less would be highly 
improper, if not actually immoral. 

To which Hon. Gordon Sloan, attorney 
general, makes the telling reply that while he 
has heard “a lot” about the sanctity of money- 
contracts he heard nothing about the sanctity 
of wage-contracts when the pay of the railway- 
men was being slashed, nor when the Wage 
contracts of civil servants were being set aside 
and reductions in pay imposed. 

Breaking of wage-contracts was defended in 
B.C, as elsewhere in Canada, on the ground of

necessity, and no admission of impropriety was 
made or accepted. “Economy,” it was said, 
demanded the reductions; hence the reductions 
had to be made, contracts or no contracts; 
“Necessity knows no law.” But that ruling must 
not be applied to money-contracts. These are 
apparently invested with some peculiar degree 
of “sanctity,” and must be kept whatever may 
follow. So runs the argument that interest 
payments are the one item in public expendi- 
ture which cannot upor any consideration be 
reduced, 

Since the financial position of Alberta is no 
better than that of British Columbia, the 
measures being taken there to relieve the strain 
on the taxpayers are of immediate interest here 
also. And the same contention of bond-interest 
“sanctity” has been raised against the suggestion 
that Alberta also seek a reduction of the rates 
on its bonded-indebtedness. It is therefore to 
the point to ask just what does this contention 
amount to, and to what does it lead in practice? 

With these provinces facing a financial situa- 
tion that is grave to the point of being desperate, 
the claim simply is that their Governments 
must go on paying these “sacred” irreducible 
interest rates at the expense if necessary of 
driving the provinces into bankruptey—which 
is the imminently probable outcome. But if the 
provinces go into bankruptcy, what becomes of 
the “sacred” right of the band-holder to collect 
interest at the prescribed rate? What is the 
promissory note of a bankrupt concern worth? 

This is no time for theorizing, either in 
Alberta or British Columbia, nor for cloaking 
realities in the language of pious assurance. 
Deflation has undermined the security of the 
bond-holders of these provinces, as and because 
it has destroyed the paying power of their tax- 
payers. 

It is to the bond-holder’s interest to help 
maintain the solvency of the province whose 
bonds he bought, and thus maintain the security 
of his investment. To say he would not do that, 
by accepting a temporary reduction in interest 
rates, is simply to say he will demand his 
“pound of flesh” at present, regardless of the 
consequences to the province and to himself in 
the future. 

Is the legislature of Alberta in favor of 
allowing the bond-holder to exact his pound of 
flesh on those terms, without even an effort to 
persuade him to show reason? Has a bond- 
holder acquired a right to bankrupt a prevince?

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


That was a pleasing episode in Anglo- 
American friendship when the U.S. gunboat 
Fulton caught fire fifty miles northeast of 
Hong Kong last week and the entire crew of 
187 was rescued, despite heavy seas, by British 
tars. It brought from the U.S. commander and 
the U.S. consul at Hong Kong, 
tributes to the seamanship 
and gallantry of the British 
officers and men. 

The Fulton was pitching 
and rolling in the heavy seas 
on the lookout for Chinese 
pirates when an exhaust pipe 
blew out in her engine room. 
The flames enveloped an oil 
tank. In a few seconds the 
A engine room was a burning 
J. S. Cowper hell from which the engine 
room crew escaped with narrow risk of their 
lives. It was impossible to do anything to 
fight the flames below which threatened to 
envelop the ship. 

H.M.S. Wishart, a modern destroyer, also 
hunting pirates came speeding to the Fulton’s 
aid while H.M.S. Whitshed, a sister vessel of 
the Wishart came at forced draught on a two 
hour drive through the seas—only to find that 
the Wishart had saved the crew of the Fulton, 

Laying one ship alongside another in a 
heavy side is an impossibility. Both Would be 
smashed to bits—especially a long snaky de- 
stroyer with her 3-l6th plates. Destroyers are 
built for speed, not for heavy duty. In this 
predicament, Commander Todd of the Wishart 
placed the bow of his craft near enough to the 
bow of the blazing Fulton for the crew to leap 
across the gap. 

Commander McHenry of the Fulton in prais- 
ing the seamanship shown by the British come 
mander said it “was a display of seamanship 
that will go down in history.” 

Despite the risk of the magazine explod- 
ing, sailors of H.M.S. Whitshed, formed a salvage 
party and helped fight the flames till tugs 
arrived to take the Fulton in tow to port. That 
Was a display of entente cordiale that won't 
be lost on Japan, though the C.P.R. “Empress 
of Australia” performed rescue work on a large 
scale at the time of the Yokohama earthquake. 


There are still pirates on the China coast, 
bandits and gunmen of the sea. They no longer 
hoist the Jolly Roger or come aboard with 
daggers in their jaws and pistols in their belts. 
They board a passenger ship in store clothes 
and carry suitcases. When the ship is well out 
at sea, they watch for a chance to shoot down 
the officers and take control of the vessel. 
Mail arriving a few days ago on the “Empress 
of Asia” gives a typical tale of modern piracy. 

Out at Diaren, a band of Chinese cut-throats 
led by four Germans and.an Austrian are on 
trial for piracy. The leader, Captain Taudien, 
told how he and his gang booked passage on 
the Chinese coasting steamer, Shang An. When 
out at sea, one entered the wireless room and 
shot the operator dead. Another shot the Rus- 
sian captain as he came on deck. The five 
ringleaders then shot the mate, the mate’s wife, 
the junior officers and the Chinese servants 
who came rushing to their aid. The bodies they 
flung overboard. “We had no use for the 
bodies,” said Gautschi, one of the pirates, with 
grim humor. 

It took them ten minutes to kill the officers 
and capture the ship and $100,000 cargo. 

“Why did you do it?” asked the judge. 

“Hard times,” replied Gautschi, with a 
shrug. 

They admitted throwing the mate's wife 
overboard before she was dead. They killed 
her, they said, “because we didn't know what 
to do with her.” 

The court will probably know what to do 
with them.

Shipmate Don Graham of the Edmonton

It was de- 
cided to send the piano uptown. 

Says Don: “Going uptown in Vladivostok is 
something like going uptown in Edmonton. You 
walk across some flats and then up a lot of 
steps like those at the Macdonald hotel. I 
picked out the six biggest and strongest men I 
had to carry the piano uptown, a mile or so. 
Most of them had been policemen on the Bel- 
fast force, called back to sea service. They had 
an awful job to land that heavy piano uptown.” 

Six months later when the Suffolk had to 
leave, there was a dispute about getting the 
Piano back, The chaps who hadn't taken it up 
thought those who had, were best fitted for 
the heavy and difficult job. Don picked out six 
men and went to the officer of the watch for 
leave to go uptown for the piano, 

“Why, what's this coming,” said the officer. 
The two men looked. It was Ching Wop (or 
whatever his name was), the boatman, coming 
on board with the piano on his back. He had 
carried it to the ship unaided.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1885, General 
Middleton, commander of the 
militia, left,Ottawa for Winnipeg 
to conduct the campaign against 
Louis Riel and his dupes in Sas- 
katchewan, He and his staff had, 
of course, to travel via Chicago 
and St. Paul, because there was 
as yet no C.P.R. It is presumed 
that Middleton had received some 
instructions from A. P, Caron, 
minister of militia; but it is evi- 
dent that Sir John A. Macdonald 
himself realized. the dangers of 
the situation, perhaps more 
keenly than did his ministers. A 
few days after Middleton's de- 
parture the prime minister wrote 
a letter to the general, which 
shows such a grasp of the situa- 
tion that it is remarkable it has 
not been noted before by histor- 
ians. Perhaps the letter will bear 
reproduction: 

“Although quite inexperienced 
in military matters, it can do no 
harm for me to send you some of 
my crude ideas in the present 
trouble. The first thing to be 
done is to localize the insurrec- 
tion. The C.P.R. must of course 
be guarded, but besides that 
parties should be sent to watch 
the people and stores coming in 
at Emerson by rail (Sir John 
was afraid of invasion by Fenian 
extremists from the south). The 
different rails across the border 
should also be watched as closely 
as possible. A force should be 
placed at Battleford, and, if pos- 
sible, a line of communication 
from that place to the railway 
should be watched so as to pre- 
vent the flame from spreading 
westward. 

“I suppose you have authorized 
Colonel Smith to raise a battalion 
at Winnipeg. From that place and 
its vicinity I should. think that 
from one to two thousand men 
could be got if necessary (his own 
sen, Hugh John, was in_ that 
force, the 90th). At the different 
points where there are Mounted 
police stationed, as at Regina, 
Maple Creek and Edmonton, but 
where there is no military organ- 
ization, the officers of that force 
(who are magistrates) have been 
authorized to swear in the inhab-

itants willing to serve as police 
constables. This will give them 
the right to act with the police 
force and bring them into some 
sort of training. 

“It occurs to me that with the 
breaking up of the winter, the 
roads will be almost impassable 
for the infantry and that the 
services of a mounted force will 
be useful, if not quite, indispens- 
able. You will have Lord Mek 
gund on hand for that purpose at 
Winnipeg (Lord Melgund was at 
that time secretary to the gover- 
nor general and was himself, as 
the Earl of Minto, governor yen- 
eral 1898-1904). Captain John 

stewart, formerly commanding 
the militia cavalry at Ottawa 
(the Princess Louise Dragoon 
Guards) and a dashing young 
fellow, is now a ranchman south 
of Calgary. He is here just now 
and is to proceed west where he 
will raise a corps of western 
prairie men, cowboys and others, 
who can all ride and shoot. They 
will bring their horses and equip- 
ment, all but rifles. I presume 
also that General Strange will be 
able to send you along the line 
of railway wherever wanted at 
least a couple of troops of 
mounted men. ... If you can get 
men enough from the prairies 
they would, of course, be much 
more serviceable than town bred 
men who compose our cavalry. 

“Would Colonel Irwin be of 
service to you just now? I hear 
that artillery batteries are volun- 
teering all over Canada. Some 
you might want, but I fear their 
nine pounders would be too 
heavy for prairie work,” (where- 
in Sir John was mistaken, for the 
artillery, A and B batteries, did 
splendid work under Colonel de 
la Cherois Thomas Irwin, after- 
wards at headquarters at Ottawa 
and who died not so very long 
ago), 

As the campaign developed 
cavalry were sent from Toronto 
and Quebec, and did their bit, but 
Sir John’s fears as to the infantry 
were soon dispelled by the hero- 
ism of the “Little Black Devils” 
of Winnipeg and the volunteers 
from Toronto and other Ontario 
points.

BANKS AND RAILWAY 

Editor Bulletin: Between 1925 
and 1930—six years—the banks of 
Canada earned net profits of 
$142,414,143. For 1930 the profit 
was $26,715,583. Steady increase 
in the net profits of these banks 
is very noticeable; depression- 
proof, 

Let us see how they compare 
with our single largest corpora- 
tion, the Canadian National Rail- 
way. For the year 1929 the 
profit of this railway was $30,998,- 
590; this is the difference between 
operating expenses and gross 
earnings. It has a fairly close 
parallel to the earnings of the 
banks.

costs. An estimate based on six 
employees for each branch at an 
average salary of $1,500 a year 
would show a staff of about 
24,500, with a pay roll of $36,750,- 
000. This is probably away too 
high, 

The comparison for our big 
railway shows a capital liability 
of §2,708,714,992. ‘This includes 
deficits made up by the Dominion 
government, Here we have a 
capital nine times the investment 
of the banks. A large volume of 
this has, through the years past, 
been expended money for con- 
struction and equipment, and as 
such marks an era when pros- 
perity was general in Canada. 
Visible assets exceed $2,300,000,- 
000. 

The railway in 1929 distribut- 
ed about $150,000,000 in w ges to 
near 100 thousand employees, and 
paid $67,000,000 to industry, op- 
erated 21,563 miles of railway 
tracks—half the railway track- 
age of Canada, Its operating ex- 
penses are 50 per cent, of the 
gross of all steam railways in 

anada; and on that ratio it 
probably ran 60 million train 
miles, carrying 20 million pas- 
sengers, 70 million tons of freight, 


using around 2,700 locomotives, 
3,500 passenger cars and 110,000 
freight cars,

“The time is now ripe for the 
Japanese industry to advance from 
the stage of low-grade goods by 
mass-production to that of high- 
grade specialties by minute tech- 
nique. 4 

“It can be expected in the near 
future that our cotton industry will 
surpass Britain’s not only in quan- 
tity, but also in value and quality 
in international trade competition.”

ND they are doing it. And the 

worst of it is that they are do- 
ing it with the aid of the’ most mod- 
ern machinery manufactured in 
Great Britain, automatic machinery 
which the Lancashire manufactur- 
ers are most reluctant to instal and 
which, where it has been installed, 
has met with opposition from the 
operatives’ unions. 

It is not, however, the automatic 
loom that gives Japan its great 
advantage in the world market and 
enables it to invade even Lanca- 
shire itself with its cheap cloths. 

It is the close-knit organization of 
the industry in Japan where three 
large allied companies c trol all 
the processes from the receipt of 
the raw cotton to its sale in the 
form of cloth in the bazaars of 
India and the trading stores of 
East Africa. 

In Lancashire the goods pass 
through the hands of a dozen 
manufacturers and traders, brok- 
ers, spinners, weavers, calico print- 
ers, commission merchants, and the 
rest down to the pedlar in the In- 
dian villages, each taking a profit. 

Lennox B. Lee, chairman of the 
Calico Printers Association, speak- 
ing in London the other day, used 
some plain language on this sub- 
ject. 

If the industry were under un- 
ified control, every section closely 
linked with the others, he said pro- 
duction costs could be cut more 
than 50 per cent without reductions 
in wages but with hours reduced 
from 44 to 40 per ®Yeek without 
loss of pay. 4 

The real difficulty of the indus- 
try, he contended, was not foreign 
|competition but want of cohesion. 
They had drifted for ten years until 
now two-thirds of the export 
trade was gone—and this while in 
the last year alone Japan had in- 
creased her exports of goods of all 
kinds and qualities by 32 per cent.

NIFIED control there must be 
ultimately if the industry is not 
to perish.

S the British farmer seems to 
be falling down on the job of 
supplying the British breakfast- 
table with bacon there is likely to 


be an opening for the Canadian ex- 
porter in this country for at least a 
year. s 

Bacon marketing here is govern- 
ed by a Pigs Board which decides 
each year what the national re- 
quirements are likely to be and 
how far they can be filled by the 
home producers and curers. The 
balance is supplied on a quota sys- 
tem by Canada, Denmark and 
other countries. 

In order to ascertain how much 
bacon British farmers would offer 
for sale during the year beginning 
next April they were called upon 
a few weeks ago to sign contracts 
to deliver definite quantities to be 
paid for on a scale fixed in ad- 
vance. 

The response has been so meagre 
that, with a view of preventing 
the whole scheme going by the 
boayd, Walter Elliott, minister of 
agriculture, has extended for some 
days the period during which the 
producers may sign contracts and 
has made a special appeal, pointing 
out that if the contracts were short 
imports would be larger. 

The trouble appears to be that 
the farmers find it more profitable 
to sell their pigs in the fresh pork 
market which is outside the juris- 
diction of the Pigs Board. 

Nevertheless, in view of the great 
advance in the price of bacon, 
which has become so expensive 
that consumption has fallen off, it 
will be surprising if the British 
farmers, for’ any cause whatever, 
permit themselves to lose by their

Robert Baldwin—Carries the Flag to Gallows Hill |

They were astonished to see Dr.

Through the night, December 4th 
to Sth, 1837, the bells of the city of 
Toronto had sounded the alarm. By 
midnight the government offices 
had been boarded and loopholed. 


Out on the bay the lieutenant-gov- | 


ernor’s family were safely aboard 
the Transit, ready to sail to an 
American port at the sign of hos- 
tilities.

while men walked the wintry

By the light of the morning the 
city’s fears were somewhat allayed, 
and in the cold gray dawn citizens 
in excited groups looked anxiously 
up Yonge street toward the toll-gate 
of the Great North Road, But there 
was no sign of man or horse. 

During the morning, however, 
rumor swelled MacKenzie’s farmer 
army on Gallows Hill to the ranks 
of several thousand men. Gossip 
had placed the rebels in command 
of every road leading into Toronto. 
Terror-stricken, Sir Francis Bond- 
Head held hurried conferences be- 
hind heavily barricaded and guard- 
ed doors, and at 12 noon despatched 
Robert Baldwin and Dr. Rolph

SURPRISE OF REBELS 

It was one o'clock when the am- 
bassadors reached the slope of Gal- 
lows Hill. Great indeed was the

Rolph, one of the instigators of the 
uprising, under the governor's 
white flag Samuel Lount, Mac- 
Kenzie’s chief lieutenant, was seat- 


ed on a fence with a rifle across hi 
knee when he saw the party ap- 
proaching. Handing the gun to his 
nephew, he mounted a horse and 
rode forward to meet the emis- 
saries. The meeting took place on 
the brow of the hill, while the 
farmer army of York, motley clad 
and armed with staffs, fowling- 
pieces and forged pikes, remained 
curiously in the rear wajting the 
result of the negotiations Dr 
Rolph acted as spokesman, deliver- 
ing Bond-Head’s message in respect 
to their grievances and a promise 
of amnesty to those who would lay 
down their arms and return to 
their homes.

James Cleland “Bubs” Britton 


EMEMBER “Bubs” Britton, the husky 

lad who carved out a name for himself 

on the half-lines of Queen’s and Argos 
rugby squads? That was three or four years 
@go0. 

His real name was James Cleland Britton. 
Between games he was going through 
Queen’s commerce and finance course. 

The first year Britton attended that great 
Presbyterian university he was a poor stu- 
dent. But something happened during the 
rest of his time at Queen’s. The year be- 
fore last he went up to Ottawa to try civil 
service exams—and came out among the 
six best in the country, eligible for trade 
commission work in foreign fields. 

The writer, passing through Port-of- 
Spain, Trinidad, last summer, sought out the 
Canadian trade commission on Marine 
Square in that sweltering town. There, hold- 
ing down the assistant trade commissioner's 
desk very ably with his two hundred-odd 
pounds was James Cleland Britton, erstwhile 
hero of Canadian gridirons. He held out a 
hand like a work-bench vise. “Glad to see 
® Canadian,” he said. “But don’t talk about 
Canada or you'll have me crying like a kid, 
and for John’s sake, call me ‘Bubs’! I get 
enough ‘Britton’ around here.” 

“Bubs” is doing well at his job of “selling” 
Canada and Canadian merchandise to Trini- 
dadians. He has a direct, boyish manner 
about him which convinces Spaniards or 
Englishmen, blacks or whites, of his sin- 
cerity. 

After office hours he goes up to the 
grassy Savannah and plays “rugger” with 
the Englishmen. “Don’t like it as well as 
rugby, but it’s the closest thing,” he says. 

He also plays the odd round of golf on 
Port-of-Spain’s course, which is built on 
“common-ground.” The greens have to be 
fenced to keep cattle off, and the beasts are 
always parading across a fairway. 

“What do you do then,” we asked Brit- 
ton. “Wait until they get off?” 

“No!” says “Bubs,” “you just shoot any- 


way. It increases the hazard.”

Delights Sophisticates 


RUTH DRAPER, world-famous character 

interpreter, whg.during her American 
stage tour this year has played in Toronto 
and Montreal, has probably faced the judge 
in police courts more often than the world’s 
most hardened criminal. 

In the largest cities in practically all the 
civilized countries Miss Draper has appeared 
at some time or other before the local magis- 
trates and yet her name does not appear in 
any police record and her photograph, 
though widely displayed, is not yet included 
in any rogues’ gallery. And her appear- 
ances have always been voluntary. 

Ruth Draper is in all senses of the word 
a one-woman-show, and her character por- 
trayals have brought her world-wide fame. 
In order to keep her performances fresh and 
up-to-date she is always on the look-out for 
new types and har favorite haunts are police’ 
courts and jails, Recently, while playing in 
Montreal, she was given an opportunity to 
sit on the bench in the superior court with 
Mr, Justice Surveyor during the hearing of 
a habeas corpus plea, and she quickly took 
advantage of it. During the hearing she 
listened attentively to all the evidence and 
for the greater part of the time sat with her 
eyes glued on the prisoner who sat nervous- 
ly twitching in the prisoners’ box. Occasion- 
ally the famous actress jotted down a few 
notes in a note book she carried in her 
purse. 

“Policemen as well as prisoners go down 
in this note book,” she said after the hear- 
ing was ended, “and I have made my court 
type collection all over the world.” 

Every day adds new items to Ruth 
Draper's programs and she is confident that 
her list can never run out or become stale as 
long as police court sessions are held as fre- 
quently as they are.

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“My hat’s in the ring 

Thus did William Folger Nickle, K.C., 
of Kingston telegraph to the editor of this 
page and reveal to the waiting world of 
1926 that he would run as independent 
candidate in the Ontario general election 
of that year. Thus did he dramatically 
and graphically keep a promise to the 
editor—ut that is another and a private 
story. 

A flare for the startling and dramatic 
has always strongly flavored the public 
acts and utterances of the Kingston K.C. 

This time it was May, 1933, 

“It would be nothing short of a national 
disaster if the accused convict felt that 
when his liberty stood in further jeopardy 
there were not members of the bar who 
without money and without price were 
prepared to see that the eternal principles 
of justice were maintained, and that the 
fundamental of our law, that a man is in- 
nocent until he is proven guilty, was recog- 
nized .. .” 

Thus was Mr. Nickle’s fight against 
penitentiary rules allegedly unfair to 
prisoners summed up at the outset of his 
contest for “fair play” in a single blazing 
sentence, : 

And -he won through, with prestige 
greatly enhanced by his lone hand work. 

Mr. Nickel shares with Mr. Graham 
McNamee and Mr. Ted Husing honors as 
North America’s fastest speaker. He once 
delivered a budget speech of 60,000 words 
in four hours — an average rate of 250 
words a minute. 

In the federal house two Hansard ex- 
perts are hard put to secure an exact trans- 
cript of his oratorical efforts. 

He speaks in a high, wheezing soprano 
voice, which frequently disarms opponents 
unacquainted with his talent for invective. 

He has served on boards of education, 
city councils, as mayor, provincial attor- 
ney-general, and in several parliaments 
both federal and provincial. 

He first stepped into the political lime- 
light as a young man when he captured 
as Conservative standard-bearer a pro- 
vincial seat which had been Liberal for 
seventeen years. 

His independence has variously been 
called “rugged individuality and sterling 
honesty,” and “ rapacious self-seeking am- 
bition,” according to the political per- 
suasion of the commentator. 

He once nursed a baby on a public rail- 
way carriage because its young and inex- 
perienced parents were embarrassed at 
their failure to stop its squall. 

He had forcibly to disengage himself 
when the train stopped at the parents’ 
station, and had the satisfaction of learn- 
ing from the mother that she “wished I had 
you for a husband!” 

It is not recorded that the serene home 
life of the K.C. was interrupted in any 
way by the incident. 

We use the word “serene” as the com- 
parative sense, since his daughter once 
turned the family hose on his Prince Albert 
in his own front yard, and laughed him 
out of his subsequent ill-humor. 

Being a man of family. with wife, chil- 
dren, a large house in Kingston and an- 
other in the country, Mr, Nickle has fre- 
quently been known to show concern over 
the price of bread and milk. So great was 
his concern in the year 1909 that a dog- 
gerel was composed by members of the 
house as follows: 


“There's a young lawyer of whom it is said 

That he thinks» about nothing but milk 
bills and bread, 

Bread bills and milk ate his sessional diet 

And on these two subjects he cannot keep 
quiet.” 


Provincial wide enquiries and reforms 
were the inevitable outcome of this erup- 
tion, 

He once refused the Ontario provincial 
attorney-generalship from the hand of Mr. 
Drury, “on purely personal grounds,” but 
the subsequent history of the United 
Farmers of Ontario in office has led: some 
to believe that political considerations were 
also active. K 

He could scarceiy have foretold the 


future, but he did know personally many 
of the suggested co-workers. 

He subsequently sent Mr. Drury a 
melon, which Mr, Drury naively declared 
to be the finest he had ever eaten. Mr. 
Nickle is said to deny there was any malice 
in the gift. 

Mr. Drury later endeavored to grow 
melons of similar quality from seeds sup- 
plied by his politically unwilling friend— 
but failed miserably. Seeds from the same 
source, however, produced for Mr. Nickle 
fruit as delicious as previously grown. 

Mr. Nickle then accepted the attorney- 
generalship in the cabinet of the highly 
successful G. Howard Ferguson, Mr. 
Drury’s successor in the premiership. 

Although he drafted the legislation for 
Mr. Ferguson's famous “4.4” beer program 
in 1928, Mr. Nickle resigned his attorney- 
generalship when his chief wanted to put 
the government into the hard liquor busi- 
ness. In this he shares with the Hon, A. 
G. Blare, if memory serves, the distinc- 
tion of handing in the only purely volun- 
tary resignations from public office in this 
century. 

Mr. Blare is said to have dissented 
from the views of Sir Wilfred Laurier and 
his cabinet, in respect to the duplication 
of the Intercolonial from Riviere Du Loup 
to Mancton, 

To Mr. Nickle also goes the honor of 
taking titles out of Canadian politics, 

He did so in a single-handed fight 
against the most powerful elements in his 
own party, and the laughter of his political 
opponents, all of whom were surprised to 
find that he carried a huge body of public 
sentiment behind him. 

Mr. Nickle has weathered two bank 
failures. Once in the case of the Home 
Bank, he acted as prosecutor; once he 
turned up as an unhappy victim. 

A client being forced by a judgment 
to purchase two shares of the now defunct 
Farmers’ Bank, presented the shares to Mr. 
Nickle in lieu of fee. Mr. Nickle placidly 
cut coupons for one year only—and was 
annoyed when he fcund himself called upon 
to pay the usual double indemnity when 
the bank closed its doors. 

Mr. Nickle’s popularity is said to ema- 
nate directly from ,his sincerity, his pro- 
gressive and practical ideals. 

Associated with Mr. W. F. is his son, 
W. M. Nickle, who willingly also undertook 
to fight the battles of Kingston’s inmates 
unrewarded and unsung, but whose force- 
fulness in his conduct of the defence 
nevertheless drew nation-wide applause. 

“Like father, like son” would probably 
be the highest praise “W.M.” could be ac- 
corded. 


TRAVELS TO FAME 
ON RADIO WAVES 


OY HERBERT THOMSON found it dif- 
ficult to sell radios in North Bay, 
Ontario, because daylight reception in 

northern Ontario was practically nil, Instead 
of turning in his radios and stoeking up with 
accordions, Mr. Thomson built broadcasting 
stations CFCH at North Bay and CKGB at 
Timmins. Soon he hopes to open a third, 
CJKL at Kirkland Lake. 

A well-known figure in North Bay poli- 
tics, Mr. Thomson this year was returned 
as alderman by acclamation. He says his 
one remaining ambition is to make a million 
dollars, 

Mr. Thomson received his education at 
Church St. public school, spent a year at 
Jarvis Collegiate, and had one year of busi- 
ness college. He obtained the year’s busi- 
ness training by sweeping floors and dusting 
the desks before and after classes. 

His first job was with Scythe’s & Co., 
Ltd., where he started as office boy, and 
was appointed manager of the Toronto 
branch at the age of 20.

Number 13 His Lucky Charm 


T was in 1913 that “lucky 13” began to dog 

the footsteps of Inspector Robert Owens 

of the British Columbia provincial police. 
On the 13th of August of that year, Inspec- 
tor—then Constable—Owens was placed in 
charge of a detachment of provincial police 
sent to Nanaimo on Vancouver Island to 
assist in the handling of striking coal miners, 
His fine work earned for him the approba- 
tion of his superior officers and the respect 
of the miners. 

When the war broke out and he left the 
police temporarily to go overseas, his unit 
sailed from Canada on Friday the 13th, 
After a year in France he was transferred 
to the Canadian military mounted police— 
on August 13th. Shortly afterwards he stop- 
ped a piece of shrapnel, and the ambulance 
that took him from Cambrai to the base hos- 
pital was No, 13. j 

Back home and at work once more with 
the provincial police, Constable Owens was 
promoted to sergeant in the force in the 13th 
year of his service. His police badge, stil] in 
his possession, was No. 13. His identification 
card bore the same number. Inspector Owens 
carries provincia] driving license No. 13. The 
police are entitled to travel free of charge 
on the street railways—Inspector Owens’ 
pass is No, 13, 

When he signed an application form for 
life insurance he discovered the date to be 
the 13th of the month, In like manner, his

marriage license was issued on the 13th, 
When Inspector Owens was sent from 
Victoria to Chicago to bring back a notorious 


Ch,...se drug trafficker, he boarded a coastal 
steamer and was taken to a stateroom. It 
was No. 13. 

On his arrival in Chicago he checked his 
bag, received his check stub and gasped 
when he looked at it—it read 75-88-13. 

During his stay in the city waiting for 
extradition proceedings to be completed, a 
friend took him to see the musical revue 
“Showboat.” To-day, one of his treasured 
possessions is the checkstub of his seat in 
that theatre. Yes, it scarcely needs to be 
told—it is D-13. Two nights later he visited 
the Black Hawk Cabaret. He checked his 
hat and coat, and without any apologies to 
Ripley whatever, “Believe it or not” his 
check was No. 13. 

He left for home with his prisoner just 
13 days after his arrival in Chicago, 

To-day, 13 still stays with him. Never 
has Inspector Owens deliberately sought the 
number out, yet time after time he finds 
himself face to face with it. Even the 
key to his desk, which hung on his key-ring 
for many years unnoticed, caught his atten- 
tion one day because he happened to remark 
some figures on it. Those figures were 1-3. 

While the writer was in the inspector's 
office getting the material for this article, the 
inspector received by mail his annual pass 
to a Vancouver race track, Printed in the 
upper right-hand corner was the serial num- 
ber “113.” 


INCE 1925 when he outclassed the cream 
of Canada’s mushers to win the 200-mile 
derby from The Pas to Flin Flon, Emile 

St. Godard has been “the man to beat” when 
dog teams race. Modest to the point of 
shyness, the young French-Canadian wants 
none of the credit. He waves the spotlight 
to Toby, sturdy leader of his team of seven. 
“When Toby goes, you can print that St. 
Godard has seen his best days as a musher,” 
he says. 

Toby is half greyhound, half husky. He 
has courage, endurance and an intelligence 
that sometimes is almost human. Each winter 
he leads “the family,” as St. Godard calls his 
team, over approximately fifteen hundred 
miles of trail in races at Quebec, Ottawag 
The Pas and Laconia. 

In addition to his athletic prowess, Toby 
has met “the best people” socially. He has 
been led into the ballroom of the Chateau 
Laurier at Ottawa to be presented to Lord 
Willingdon and his lady. He has been intro- 
duced to Premier Bennett and a host of 
celebrities. 

Keeping as much in the background as 
possible at these events is St. Godard. He 
prefers the trail to the drawing room. When 
Emile was a boy his family moved from 
Winnipeg to The Pas. The day after he saw 
his first dog derby, Emile started collecting 
and training his team. He went very slowly 
those first years, trying out various combi- 
nations of dogs in short races, building up 
his own body for the heart-breaking grinds 
ahead, By 1925 he was ready.

department of the Toronto General hos- 
pital, burdened with the worry and suspense 
which such a visit so often entails, will never 
forget ‘the cheery kindness and sympathy of 
the man who looked after them and “took 
the pictures” which would reveal to expert 
eyes the inmost secrets of their anatomy.

But still fewer patients know that Percy 
Ghent of the Toronto General hospital is 
something more than one of Canada’s most 
expert manipulators of X-ray machines, His 
hobby has given him leadership in another, 
and quite different phase of Canadian ufe.

Repeating their experiment of 
last year the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany will ship supplies for their 
northern and Arctic trading posts 
via Edmonton and the Mackenzie 
River boats, resulting in thousands 
of dollars increased business for 
Edmonton. 

For many years past the whole 
of the Hudson's Bay Company's re- 
quirements along the western Arc- 
tic coast have been filled from 
Vancouver, supplies amounting to 
400 tons, usually, are purchased in 
Vancouver and despatched nortii 
via the Behring Straits and around 
the northern tip of Alaska to Her- 
schel Island and then “these cargo 
steamers go east as far as Corona- 
tion Gulf. 

However, during the past two 
years, both boats sent north have 
failed to get through, with the re- 
sult that last year all this trade, 
amounting to some’ 375 tons of mer- 
chandise of all descriptions, was 
assembled and purchased in Ed- 
monton and then shipped down the 
Mackenzie to Aklavik. From there 
it was taken by Eskimo schooners 
and distributed along the coastal 
trading centres. 


EXPERIMENT WORKED 


Owing to this being so success- 
ful last year, it is reported that the 
Hudson's Bay Company has de- 
cided to give the Edmonton route 
a still further test this year, which 
means, if successful, that Edmonton 
will practically command the whole 
of this northern trade. This will 


|mean much to Edmonton business 


men. 
Edmonton must be keenly inter- 
ested in this new departure and 
will no doubt watch it with inter- 
est. Already the mining camps at 
Great Bear Lake do a great deal 
of their busihess in Edmonton, and 
for many years the Hudson’s Bay 
Company river trading points, to- 
gether with other private traders 
have used Edmonton as their head- 
quarters and, according to report, 
the sum total of the mining trade 
into the north since activity started 
has already amounted to nearly 
$1,000,000 for Edmonton business.
